First DAY - MORNING SESSION. 


The Zion Baptist Association met in its Sixty-Eighth Annual Session 
with Unity Church, on Wednesday, September the 9th. 1903. The Modera- 
tor, T. J. King, Galled the Association to order at 10:30 .o’elock. “Come 
Chou Fount of every Blessing,” was sung and the Moderator conducted ‘the 
devotional exercises by reading the 8th chapter of Romans and Rev. A; R. 
Hicks led in prayer. Song: “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name. 

The Moderator then called for letters from the various churches. 

J. H. Pryor, J. UO. Peeples, and J. Y. Oliver were appointed reading 
clerks. 

J. T. Pryor moved that the reading of the letters be dispensed with 
und that they be turned over to the committee on digest of’ church letters. 
Motion was lost. 

Motion was made to defer the Intreductory Sermon and that the 

letters be read. Motion lost. 
' ‘The time having arrived for the preaching of the Annual Sermon, the

Report on Missions. 


It is with profound gratitude that we note the great and continued 
blessings of Almighty God on our Foreign Mission Work during the past 
year. The fields are white unto the harvest, the walls of the nations have 
fallen down in answer to our prayers, the gates of the world stand open to 
receive the glorious gospel of Christ, and the command of our risen Lord is: 
“Go into alk the world and preach my gospel to every creature, (man).” 

We note with grateful hearts, the increased interest among God’s chil- 
dren, in giving the gospel to the world. Last year we gave $173,439.49, 
this year the contributions have reached the sum of $218,512.62, an increase 
of $45,073.13 for 1903-4. The work is laid out on a basis of $300,000. 

Last year we were grateful for the 1,439 souls added to the Kingdom 
of God through the efforts of our missionaries, but. this year, through the 
same agency, the Lord has given us 1,790, an increase of 351 over the 
previous year The saving of souls being the st preme object of our work, ~ 
we rejoice that God bas so signally honored and blest us; last year we had 
a force of 286 missionaries and native helpers which has been augmented 
this year by the addition of 12 new missionaries and 21 native helpers, mak- 
ing a working force of 319. This ever increasing number of those who long 
to break the “bread of life” to the perishing millions, should impress us 
with the fact that God is leading and moving for the evangelization of the 
world. While with grateful hearts we rejoice in the good accomplished dur- 
ing the year just closed, we turn our eyes from the past to the future, with 
its great opportunities and enlarged responsibilities. The work, committed 
by Christ to His people to preach the Gospel in all the world to every creature, | 
let us take up more faithfully than ever before, and with more earnestness 


and zeal, carry it forward for the good of dying men and for the glory of 
His blessed name.

HOME MISSIONS. ‘o 

The work of jour Home Mission Board has been very encouraging. We 
are sending men under its direction to preach the old gospel to the New South, 
that the religious and industrial development may go hand in hand. We 
must see to it, that the missionary of the King of Kings is found in every 
community where the kings of commerce have gone. The commission lies 
in three divisions: First, Universal Evangelization; second, Baptizing; third, 
The Teaching of all Things Commanded by the Master. The Baptists have. 
been measureably strong on the first part of tne commission. They have 
been very strong on the second part, but they have been distressingly weak 
on the third part. If we shall enlighten and enlist the hundreds of thousands 
of Baptists in the South, now largely inactive and sadly inefficient, the next 
Seneration will witness in these Southern States the greatest force of God's 
baptized people ever marshalled on this earth for the conquest of the world 
to the obedience of faith The Board has under its direction 67] missiona- 
ries, who baptized last year 8,969 converts, into the churches of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention, The receipts of the Board from regular sources 
this year, have been $1( 18,661.59, 


STATE MISSIONS. 


The Baptist churches of Mississippi have made the best showing in their 
history during the past year. In foreign missions, the showing is phenome- 
nal, the increase being 77 per cent over that of last year, with contributions 
amounting to $16,105.42: for Home Missions, $5,610.58; for State Missions, 
we raised $13,000. There have been 7,047 baptisms in the churches during 
the year. Altogether, the Baptists in Mississippi have 800d reason to feel 
proud of what they have accomplished during the year. Dear Brethren of 
the Zion Association, our Divine Lord is leading us; let us go forward. Will 
we, favored of God, redeemed through his love, give to others the glorious 
gospel of Christ, which has been such a blessing to us?

Since that. time, to my own knowledge, three new schbols have been 
organized, and I have Fb informed that two schools have suspended, 
80 I suppose we may say that we have made a slight advance, iut the inter- 
est manifested in this department of church work is far from what it ought 
to be. There ought to be a Sunday School in every church every Sunday in 
the year. What is a Sunday School? In short, it isa place where people 
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meet to study, to teach and to learn the blessed truths of God’s Holy Word, 
to tell the children, the young people, yea and the old people, if you please 
and to all that will listen, the dear old story of Jesus and His love. 

Where is there a place to be found that surpasses the Sunday School, . 
for this purpose and how could we better employ our time on the Sabbath 
day, than to meet at God's House, and there together study the Scriptures 
and-teach the sacred truths which they contain to all that will learn. 

Then Brethren and Sisters let our motto be: a Sunday School in_ every 
church, and in every neighborhood in the land, let ys meet every Sunday, 
and as best we can, teach to our generation the precious truths of God's 
Word and lift up our hearts in humble prayer to Him that he would sanctify 
our teaching to the salvation of many precious souls,

_ It is a question that is undeniable that we are to give of our substance 
fdr the spread and perpetuation of the gospel and other purposes pertaining 
to our church work. And we are commanded to lay by in store on the first 
day of the week as the Lord has pfospered us, but aa our association is 
largely composed of farmers who have no weekly income. We Suggest an 
arnnual settlement of our church work. We would advise that each church

be borne by its members, but 
I nts we are to give to each ob- 
Ject, making due allowance for contingencies. After these objects are

render to the deacons the full value of his or her property, and let the 
deacons prorate the amounts to each brother in proportion to his property.

There being no 
written report, T. J. King made a verbal report, which on motion, he was 
requested to reduce to writing and furnish the Clerk. Remarks on the sub- 
ject by W. A. Dunn and C. &. Clark and motion prevailed, 


Pastors’ Support. 


We find that the 2640 Baptists of the Zion Association pay their pastors 
about fifty-three cents each, and when we’ subtract the salaries of three 
pastors and the membership of their churches, the balance of the Associa- 
tion pay the pitiful sum of about thirty-three cents, We find also that a 
few members in each church bear the burdens, if indeed we can call it a 
burden for a dozen Baptists to pay the pitiful Salary that some, of our pas- 
tors receive. We find again that’ some pastors are receiving from churches, 
if\ indeed they can be called pastors and churches, the pitiful sum of five, 
fifteen and thirty-five dollars. Brethren, this is a deplorable condition to 
realize, Can we not stir up our churches to a sense of their duty and the 
great responsibility that rests upon them? Is a man worthy of being called 
a Baptist and have his name enrolled as a member of a Baptist church, who 
will not give more than thirty-three cents to have the gospel preached to 
him? Is a church worthy of being called a Baptist church, whose member- 
ship would starve their pastor? Is a man worthy to be called a pastor, who 
continues to preach to a church that he cannot arouse toa sense of their duty 
of supporting him? While we accept our full share of the responsibility for 
such conditions in not enforcing discipline, we do insist that the pastors are 
argely responsible for not urging discipline or refusing to serve them as 
pastors. “The laborer is worthy of his hire.” We are commanded not to 
keep company with the covetous, but rather put away from among us any 
such wicked persons. Let Us arouse ourselves from our slumbers to a sense 
of the duties and responsibilities that rest upon us. Non-attendance of 
church meetings and a refusal to help support the pastor is asin that should 
offend the church and such an one should be disciplined. _ Respectfully sub-

Report on Orphans’ Home read by A. C. Mason, discussed by A. C. Ma- 
son, A. B. Hicks and report adopted. 
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Orphan’s Home. 


Vith the limited time we have, it will not be possible for your com- 
mittee to present an adequate report on the subject, For years it was upon 
the hearts of the Baptists of Mississippi to establish a home for parentless 
children till God impressed it upon the heart of ore of his servants to give 
himself to this work. It was founded upon the great principles of the Mul- 
ler Orphanage in England —no agents to be sent out to solicit contribu- 
tions, but by faith in God to put it into the hearts of His people to support 
it. Under the faithful administration of Brother L. 8. Foster, it has made 
wonderful strides toward success. To see and to know this fully, one must 
acquaint himself by observation as well as through other sources. 

In May, 1897, the Orphanage was opened in a rented house, with three 
children and one lady in charge. We have today a superintendent's home 
and two cottages, one for the smal! children and one as a hospital. Besides 
this there is the Jennings Hall, built at a cost of about $10,000. This is a 
wonderful growth in so short atime. The number of children has increased 
from three to eighty-six. It is impossible for us to compute the benefit it 

has been and will be to the world. These children and those who will enter 
its walls hereafter are being prepared to meet the obligations that will be 
upon them in after years. Every effort is being put forth to bring them 
into the fold of Christ. 

Dr. Foster recently resigned the superintency of the Orphanage and 
bro. J. R. Carter was appointed to fill the vacancy. Let us hope, trust and 
pray that God may continue to bless this great undertaking. Respectfully

Report on Temperance. 


Your committee on Temperance submit the following: By this term is 
understood the manufacture, sale and use of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age. To the mind of your committee this business has been correctly styled 
the “Matghless Evil.” Time and again has our denomination, both in our 
\ssociation and State Convention, spoken oat in no uncertain sound in ref- 
erence to this question. We again wish to declare that we are unalterably 
opposed to this vile business and practice. Your committee looks upon this 
business as being the greatest curse of our nation to-day; as being pre-emi- 
nently “the pestilence that walketh in darkness and the destruction that 
wastéth at noonday.” 

At almost every term of court in our counties some of our most proi- 
ising young men perjure themselves to shield some vile wretch, whe for o 
few paltry dollars has sold himself to work evil, only evil, and that continu- 
ully.: The saloon is an unmixed evil. Who is it that comes into our homes 
as a friend or hired man and then robs and murders the whole family? RUM. 
It is yearly blasting and debauching the lives of our young men, filling pre- 
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mature graves with their bodies and Oh!horrors, thrusting their immortal 
souls down to perdition, The saloon is:indeed the working man’s club but a’ 
club to destroy his home; break up his family, rob him of his situation, 
blast his reputation, and will at last, aceurding to the teaching of the Scrip- 
tures damn his soul It is the resort of many of the most evil men and 
women in every community, the hot bed of thieving,’ the home of impurity, 
and the meeting place of anarchists; it is the recruiting station of hades— 
the vestibule of perdition. It is Impossible to name any element in life. 
whether it be physical health, intellectual growth, or Spiritual character 
which the saloon does not injure. 

It is the unspeakable foe to every home and every noble interest of the 
human race; satan’s chief ally and man’s bitterest foe. But the saddest of 
all; your committee has seen in the public prints this year that drunkenness 
and| gambling are on the increase among society women in this fair land of 
ours. Merciful Master, is it possible, that this hideous monster, this Fetich, 
is fastening his slimy folds around the fair queens of our home?

Report on Periodicals. 

Reports on the above is considered, we fear, by the majoyity of church 
members, of little importance but as We are expected to write something, we 
submit the following: 

First, we would recommend ‘that every family have a weekly Baptist 
paper come into their home every week, and that the same be read and 
studied for religious information. Our own State paper, “The Baptist,” we 
consider preferable for Mississippi Baptists to read. Every State has a State 
paper that is very edifying and uplifting to christians. Then we have the 
“Foreign Mission Journal,” that every christian who belongs to a Missionary 
Baptist church should read. 

Brethren in selecting your literature, first, select some of our best pe- 
riodicals and place them on your tables before you select any secular paper.
